Announcement came this week 
that the Railroad Commission has 
approved the purchase of the 
Sierra Madre Telegraph and Tele¬ 
phone company and six other 
utility companies by the Cali¬ 
fornia Water and Telephone Com¬ 
pany, which was formerly known 
as the Sweetwater Water Cor¬ 
poration. The local company and 
the other utilities affected by the 
merger, which include the Mon¬ 
rovia Telephone and Telegraph 
Co., all are subsidiaries of the 
Western Utilities Corporation. 

Consolidation of the properties 
and instalaltlon of specified im¬ 
provements will reduce total op¬ 
erating expenses $45,500 annually, 
it is stated. The Commission order 
authorizes Issuance of $5,000,000 
In 5 percent 30-year bonds, to 
sell for not less than $23.50— 
$1,600,000 par value of 6 percent 
preferred stock, and $2,307,700 
common stock. Objections to the 
sale and merger made by Chula 
Vista city, National City and the 
National City Annexation League, 
were overruled.

The total annual 
agriculture production is aproxi- 
mately $52,000,000. Here is the 
home of the Valencia orange, 
which ripens early in May and 
will hang upon the tree until No¬ 
vember without deterioration. On 
account of its highly productive 
oil fields, Orange stood for many 
years as the second county in the 
State in the production of min¬ 
erals. Annual production of oil, 
gasoline and other oil products 
has reached the high sum of $50,- 
000,000 a year, and yet that pro¬ 
duction now is surpassed by the 
Valencia orange in valuation. 

The county is entering upon a 
period of intensive development. 
It is less than 35 miles from Los 
Angeles, San Diego is 90 miles 
south, while San Bernardino, Red- 
land, Riverside and other cities 
may be reached in an hour’s drive. 
It has more than 1000 miles of 
hard surfaced highways and less 
than 50 miles of arteries com¬ 
monly known as dirt roads.

Newport Bay is the only 
land-locked harbor for hundreds 
of miles. Here Is the noted Ma¬ 
rine Research branch of the Cali¬ 
fornia Institute of Technology. At 
San Juan Capistrano is the mis¬ 
sion of that name founded in 
1776. 

With its beautiful homes, de¬ 
lightful beaches, vast orange 
groves, oil fields and growing in¬ 
dustries. Orange is one of Cali¬ 
fornia’s greatest counties. Popu¬ 
lation 118,674. Area, 795 square 
miles.

“In a large corporation, or 
chain, the margin between cost 
and sale price, or the profit, is 
ultimately divided among a few 
fortunate stockholders. In the co¬ 
operative, this profit is called a 
surplus and is eventually re¬ 
turned, in a large part, to the 
purchaser. From 10 to 25 percent 
of such surpluses are devoted to 
expansion, the rest is returned to 
participating members in propor¬ 
tion to their purchases. It is. in 
other words, a rebate. The ideal 
system ranges from producer to 
consumer, with every Individual 
having his part in the activity.”

Efforts to Inaugurate 
a State-wide prorate were held 
up in court by our competitors 
and benefits that might have been 
obtained were lost,” said Powell. 

“Early orange and grapefruit 
estimates for 1936 indicate a crop 
15 per cent less than this year 
and it has appeared to us that 
we had an opportunity to move 
our orange crop at higher prices 
than have prevailed in recent 
years and market the entire pro¬ 
duction. It is therefore unfor¬ 
tunate for both grower and con¬ 
sumer that we have had a se¬
